IPD recovers stolen 
guns, finds drugs in 
unlikely places

Irvine Police Chief Brad 
Smith arrested an Estill 
County man for trafficking in 
a controlled substance during 
a controlled drug buy using a 
cooperating witness. 

Robert R. Tipton, 45, of 296 
Turner Ave., was charged for 
purchasing two joints and 2 
oxycodone 10 mg. pills. While 
conducting a search warrant 
at the address, Smith locat¬ 
ed two hydrocodone pills on 
Tipton, and about an ounce 
and a half of marijuana as 
well as some rolled joints in 
a bedroom, along with $590 
in cash. A check of the fire¬ 
arms in the residence revealed 
one confirmed as stolen out of 
Morehead. 

While at the above address, 
police searched another bed¬ 
room and found an ounce 
and a half of marijuana and 
four rolled joints. Several 
items of paraphernalia were 
also located in that bedroom. 
Bessie Tipton, 39, was then 
arrested by Police Chief Smith 
and charged with trafficking 
in marijuana, less than 8 ounc¬ 
es, first, and possessing drug 
paraphernalia. 

As the search continued, 
additional marijuana and 
paraphernalia were found in

Since progressing with the 
cafe plan, Sherry says her idea 
has always been to serve some 
really nice coffees and teas 
and offer a good lunch that’s 
a little different and a little 
lighter. 

She also wanted to 
serve some nice desserts. 
Fortunately, she found Katie 
Freeman, the former owner 
of Just Desserts in Richmond, 
who whips up all kinds of 
delectable treats and makes 
“baking look effortless,” 
according to Sherry. 

Many of the menu selec¬ 
tions are Daniel’s, though, 
including the flatbread piz¬ 
zas. He also has a knack for 
presenting the food so that it 
looks beautiful. 

While the basic menu is 
the same from day to day, 
new and different selections 
are offered almost daily and 
often change according to the 
season. 

When the cafe opened in 
September, the response was 
overwhelming. In less than 
an hour, they had a stack of 
tickets 40 deep.

Eventually, she’d like to have 
the shop feature readings by 
local authors and some per¬ 
formances of acoustic-style 
music on Friday and Saturday 
nights. Artwork by local folks 
is also on display in the shop. 

Part of the charm of the old 
building is its eclectic appeal 
and the historic detail. 


Guests entering the build¬ 
ing will immediately notice 
the painted wall on the right 
wall inside. 

“Sprite boy,” an elf-like car¬ 
toon figure, offers a bottle of 
Coca-Cola. The figure was 
used to advertise Coca-Cola 
in the early 40’s and into the 
50’s, long before the company 
ever offered Sprite as a drink. 

The painted mural was dis¬ 
covered as Eddie was making 
repairs to the wall. When he 
and his crew pulled one of the 
studs back, they could see a 
painted eyeball behind it. 

The colors were still bright, 
so they assumed the wall had 
not been covered long after 
the mural was painted. 

Sherry admits opening the 
cafe has been a tremendous 
amount of work, but the com¬ 
munity’s response leads her 
to think they must be on the 
right track.

another bedroom. Samuel

Maybe 
it was because we didn’t do as well 
as they did either. Nevertheless, 
I could not be more proud as a 
former band alumni or a parent 
of a daughter who is just starting 
her own band experience. 

I was at the celebration that 
took place at the high school this 
past Sunday to honor the band 
kids and staff for their accom¬ 
plishments. One thing that stuck 
out was when Mr. Bowles talked 
about “you don’t get it” unless 
you’ve been there. Nobody can 
relate or understand what the 
impact of being in Band has on 
you—especially Marching Band. 
There are so many memories 
that I have— the good, bad, and 
ugly. Statistics will also show that 
more than half the students who 
start band in seventh grade will 
drop out by the time they are in 
high school. However, with the 
standard that the 2013 Marching 
Engineers have set, I am hopeful 


there is a renewed excitement 
and interest for music among our 
youngsters. 

Band is more than a sport. It 
does require team work, good 
sportsmanship, a competitive 
nature, but more importantly tal¬ 
ent and skill.

It is a talent and for some, a God- 
given gift, that stays with you a 
lifetime. 

Kids don’t join band to be pop¬ 
ular.

Everyone 
loves listening to music, but it was 
never cool to be in band when I 
was in school. Most people have 
a favorite song that takes you 
back to a place in time or to a 
memory, or some life event. The 


perception of band 20 years ago 
compared to today is different. 
We were always last on the totem 
pole as compared to football, 
basketball, and cheerleading. It 
was exciting to see these kids 
and staff get the recognition they 
deserve, especially coming from 
Mr. Ballard, the Athletic Director. 
Though the Marching Engineers 
performance didn’t turn out 
like they had expected because 
of the mishaps with the props 
due to the wind, they didn’t miss 
a beat. As the saying goes,“the 
show must go on." Well, that 
is exactly what happened and 
they did it well. Congrats to the 
Marching Engineers, Mr. Bowles, 
Mrs. Worrell, and Mr. Martin for 
representing little Estill County 
and all us former band members! 
You made us proud. A job well 
done.

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We must limit debt before raising debt limit

I ran for Congress to stop the 
Washington spending spree 
and put our nations fiscal 
house in order. Unfortunately, 
I could not support the legisla¬ 
tion that raised the debt limit 
because it did not accomplish 
what the people of the Sixth 
Congressional District elect¬ 
ed me to do: reform govern¬ 
ment, reduce spending and 
hold Washington accountable 
to the American people. 

Let me be clear: I opposed 
the government shutdown and 
remain committed to avoid¬ 
ing a default on our debt. In 
fact, I voted 26 times to fund 
the government or otherwise 
prevent a shutdown. I have 
also voted to raise the debt 
ceiling with my vote for the 
No Budget No Pay Act, which 
forced Members of Congress 
to do their job and pass a 
budget. 


But it is unfair to my two 
daughters and to future gen¬ 
erations of Americans to sim¬ 
ply raise the debt ceiling yet 
again without reforming gov¬ 
ernment or getting spending 
under control. 

The President says we need 
to pay our bills. I agree. But 
raising our debt limit without 
any reform is not paying our 
bills. It is asking China, our 
bondholders and other credi¬ 
tors to pay our bills for us. 

The President says we need 
to avert a default. I agree. But 
raising our debt limit without 
any reform is not averting 
default. It is merely postpon¬ 
ing default. 

Instead of simply opening 
up a new credit card in our 
childrens name because we’ve 
maxed out all of our own, 
we must take responsibility 
and stop business as usual in 


Washington. We owe it to our 
children and grandchildren 
to end the spending spree 
and start making the tough 
choices that will finally force 
the government to live within 
its means. 

At current spending lev¬ 
els, the government is add¬ 
ing approximately $20 bil¬ 
lion every week in new debt. 
On top of that, regardless of 
whether you agree with the 
policy itself, Obamacare is a 
massive increase in federal 
spending. 

According to the 
Congressional Budget Office, 
Obamacare will cost American 
taxpayers $48 billion in 2014 
and nearly $2 trillion over 
the next decade. And the true 
cost of Obamacare will only 
continue to grow because its 
funding mechanisms, cuts to 
Medicare, reductions in pay¬ 


ments to our rural hospitals, 
punitive taxes on medical 
innovation and other sources 
of revenue, are not sustain¬ 
able and will be repealed. 

So to suggest that Congress 
should leave Obamacare out 
of discussions about how to 
fund the government is both 
highly cynical and wholly 
inconsistent with Congress’s 
constitutional responsibility 
to constantly scrutinize fed¬ 
eral spending. 

It is also disappointing 
that the legislation to raise 
the debt limit and end the 
shutdown didn’t include the 
very basic reform I have been 
fighting for which would sim¬ 
ply force the political elite 
in Washington to live by the 
laws they write. 

Whether the Herald-Leader 
admits it or not, Obamacare 
provides special treatment 


to Members of Congress 
and those who wrote this 
flawed law. Thanks to regula¬ 
tions written by the Obama 
Administration, Members of 
Congress and their staff will 
continue to receive the same 
72-75 percent subsidy they 
now receive under the fed¬ 
eral employees health ben¬ 
efit plan for the purchase of 
a health insurance policy on 
the exchange. 

However, while Members of 
Congress who make $174,000 
a year receive these pre-tax 
employer-contribution subsi¬ 
dies, a single individual who 
earns roughly over $47,000 
will receive NO assistance 
towards the purchase of 
a healthcare policy and be 
forced to pay the full price on 
the exchange with their after¬ 
tax dollars. 

I believe it is a matter of 
fairness that Members of 
Congress, the President, 
members of the Cabinet and 
their staff should live under 
the law they wrote and be 
treated the same as every 
other American. 


My constituents are 
understandably angry 
about the political conflict 
in Washington. But we will 
never get beyond this frustrat¬ 
ing gridlock unless and until 
Congress and the President 
can come together in a bipar¬ 
tisan way and finally confront 
in earnest the enormous chal¬ 
lenge of us and save the next 
generation from national 
bankruptcy. 

The only way we will lessen 
the likelihood of future crises 
over the budget is through a 
real commitment to reforms 
that will force the govern¬ 
ment to live within its means. 
Although the latest agree¬ 
ment to raise the debt limit 
failed to accomplish that 
objective, I remain hopeful 
that the President will come 
to the negotiating table and 
I continue to stand ready to 
work with him to get our 
country on a path toward fis¬ 
cal responsibility.

The Pickin’ Time Mountain 
Music and Harvest Festival 
will offer all of those things 
Nov. 2, at the Robinson Center 
for Appalachian Resource 
Sustainability (RCARS) in 


Jackson. RCARS is part of 
the University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture, Food 
and Environment. 

“We have carefully 
planned and orchestrated 
this festival to be a celebra¬ 
tion of Appalachian culture 
expressed through the talents 
of this region’s most valuable 
resource - its people,” said 
David Ditsch, RCARS direc¬ 
tor. “We invite all Kentuckians 
to come out and experience a 
taste of the mountains with 
us through musicians’ lyr¬ 
ics, crafters’ hands and local 
mountain cuisine.” 

The festival will begin at 
9 a.m. with a war-up perfor¬ 
mance by regional musicians. 
At 10 a.m., musicians will 
offer limited mentoring ses¬ 
sions for beginners and more 
advanced musicians, includ¬ 
ing banjo, guitar, voice, fiddle, 
songwriting and mandolin. 

UK music professor Ron Pen 
will offer a session on shape- 
note singing. Pen serves as 
the director of the John Jacob 


Niles Center for American 
Music and coordinator of the 
Division of Musicology and 
Ethnomusicology at UK. He 
previously directed the UK 
Appalachian Studies Program. 
He sings music drawn from 
traditional Appalachian rep¬ 
ertoire and is a founding 
member of the Appalachian 
Association of Sacred Harp 
Singers. 

Ditsch said many accom¬ 
plished singers and musi¬ 
cians will participate includ¬ 
ing songwriter Larry Cordle, 
banjo player John Haywood, 
guitarist Johnny Sexton, 
voice teacher Carla Gover, 
fiddle playr Jesse Wells and 
Mandolin player Rich Kirby. 
The Stephens Family Band 
will lead a group band session 
in the afternoon. 

More than 10 crafters will 
have their products on dis¬ 
play and for sale. Two craft 
workshops are available for 
$10 each. Up to 20 people 
can participate in either the 
Lazy Susan Workshop or the 


Cutting Board Workshop. 

“The mission of RCARS 
is to increase the long¬ 
term, value-added, sustain¬

Time to plant 
spring-flowering 
bulbs 

Fall is the time to think 
about all those flowers we 
associate with spring: daf¬ 
fodils, crocus, and other easy- 
to-grow flowering bulbs. If 
you aren’t growing any spring- 
flowering bulbs in your land¬ 
scape, you are missing out 
on some easy-to-grow plants 
that provide early color to you 
garden. 

These bulbs are planted 
in fall (from now through 
Thanksgiving) because it cor¬ 
responds to the end of their 
natural dormancy. Most 
of these plants begin root 
growth in fall, followed by 
a cool stratification period 
necessary for proper flower 
development and then shoot 
growth in late winter and 
early spring. 

No matter which bulbs 
you select, remember that 
the largest bulbs will produce 
the greatest show next spring. 
However, smaller bulbs will 
still produce some flowers, 


and these may be the best 
choice for mass planting or 
naturalizing. Avoid any bulbs 
that feel lightweight as these 
may have severely dried dur¬ 
ing storage. 

It’s important to plant flow¬ 
ering bulbs at the proper 
depth, so inquire about plant 
depth at the nursery or fol¬ 
low the label directions. A 
light application of bone meal 
fertilizer at planting is often 
recommended, through prob¬ 
ably not always necessary. 
Most bulbs do not need fertil¬ 
ization until growth emerges 
in the spring. When you see 
plants emerging, apply 1 to 2 
pounds per 100-square feet of 
a complete fertilizer (like 10- 
10-10 blend). 

Once flowering occurs, 
remove the faded blooms, 
but don’t remove the foliage. 
The leaves produce sugars 
and other compounds neces¬ 
sary for the bulb to overwin¬ 
ter and bloom again the next 
spring. Most bulbs will enter 
dormancy in late spring or 
early summer and will renew 
growth, starting with the root 
system in the fall.

TIMES PAST 


The following is continued from a piece 
which ran in the Sept. 5 issue of the Citizen 
Voice & Times. It is part of Chapter 1 of 
Hallie Johnstones book History of Estill 
County. 

After nine conventions had been called 
during the many years of waiting and pro¬ 
voking delays, the tenth and last conven¬ 
tion was called on April 3, 1792, to meet 
at Danville to form a constitution for the 
new Commonwealth, and June 1, 1792, 
Kentucky. “The Pioneer State of the West,” 
entered the Union to become the fifteenth 
of the sisterhood of states. 

Its constitution was modeled after that 
of the United States, following the plan of 
a democracy. 

By an act of the legislature on December 
20, 1792, the first seal of Kentucky was 
ordered to be engraved. It depicts two 
men embracing, with the name of the 
state over their heads and around them 
encircled the motto “United We Stand, 
Divided We Fall.” 

Immediately following the adoption 
of the Constitution, General Isaac Shelby, 
who had played an important part in the 
early struggles of the state, was elected 
governor. The governor, escorted by a 
troop of horsemen, reached Lexington, 
the first capital of the state, June 4, 1792. 
A committee appointed by the legisla¬ 
ture to locate a permanent capital met 
on December 5 and passed a resolution 
that “Frankfort was the most proper place 
for the seat of the government.” This 
resolution was approved on December 22, 
1792. 

By an interesting coincidence Kentucky 
was admitted to the Union in the tercen¬ 
tennial of the discovery of America. Thus 
the dates 1492 and 1792 have focused 
clearly in the lens of our camera of remem¬ 
brance. 

Few counties have as colorful a his¬ 
tory as Estill County. Of the 120 counties 
which compose the diadem of the state, 
Estill County would shed its light with the 


most brilliant. 

One of the very first settlers of the coun¬ 
ty was a bold young North Carolinian and 
Revolutionary soldier, Joseph Proctor. 

In 1777, Proctor was sent westward 
to the frontier to assist in protecting the 
settlers against Indian attacks. He came 
directly to Boonesborough and from 
this period until 1782 he was constantly 
engaged in guarding the settlers and pro¬ 
tecting the emigrants against the incur¬ 
sions of the Indians. 

While on a scouting trip he pushed 
farther through the forest to this terri¬ 
tory and made friends with the Indians 
at Station Camp, a pioneer trading post. 
He had reached Station Camp by an old 
Indian trail known as the War Road. 

From other scouts he learned of the 
noted sweet springs, 5 which flowed freely 
from a mountain knob were the Estill 
Springs resort was later located. Proctor 
was so attracted to the springs that he set¬ 
tled on Sweet Lick Creek, where he built 
his cabin and later brought his family. 

Springs which abounded in the neigh¬ 
borhood of Irvine were determining fac¬ 
tors of settlement. Estill County is charac¬ 
terized by its underground drainage and 
springs. 

These springs, which played an impor¬ 
tant part in the building of frontier towns, 
governed the location of many of the early 
towns; not only Irvine, but Richmond, 
Versailles, Lexington, Harrodsburg, and 
Nicholasville. 

Estill County is blessed with good free- 
flowing water in every community. The 
early pioneers knew that the abundance of 
good water aids in the building of strong 
and hardy people; water was virtually as 
important to the early settlers as food. 

The Kentucky River was a significant 
factor in the settlement of the county. In 
the days of Kentucky’s commercial begin¬ 
ning, when corn whiskey and ginseng (a 
woodland herb and root) were commodi¬ 
ties in demand, the rivers were of great 
importance. Later, it was the mountain¬ 


eer’s chief method of transporting barges 
of coal and oil. 

Gunpowder was as necessary as lead, 
and the closer to their dwelling the basic 
mineral for its manufacture could be 
found, the better off the pioneer. 

Prior to the coming of the settlers, 
Indians at Station Camp had located a 
source of saltpeter (potassium nitrate) 
with which they manufactured powder. 
This industry was most important dur¬ 
ing the formative years of the county’s 
history. 


Chapter 2 

Growth and Development 

Nestling in the foothills of the 
Cumberland mountain range, now known 
as the Daniel Boone National Forest, Estill 
County, Kentucky and its people have 
contributed much to the greatness of our 
Commonwealth and have recorded in its 
annual outstanding achievements. 

Beginning with the pioneer days down 
through the ages to this present day, Estill 
County’s contribution to the establish¬ 
ment and preservation of our great repub¬ 
lic and state has been outstanding. In time 
of our nation’s needs, no area throughout 
the whole of this land has responded more 
patriotically and courageously than the 
people of Estill. 

From the pages of history, we learn 
that it has had many men whose quali¬ 
ties of leadership and abilities have been 
outstanding. She has been graced with an 
overflowing inventory of those traits and 
characteristics special to Kentucky and 
Kentuckians. 

There are but few counties in this great 
commonwealth of Kentucky that have not 
in the past been history makers. A few 
continue to be, but none has surpassed in 
integrity, in bravery, and in nobility the 
historic County of Estill. 


ORIGIN OF ESTILL COUNTY 

In 1703, the House of Burgesses in 
Virginia passed an act to encourage pio¬ 
neering in the area west of the Allegheny 
Mountains. In 1750, Dr. Thomas Walker, 
reputed to be the first white man to set 
foot in the “Happy Hunting Ground of the 
Indians” crossed the Cumberland Gap. 

In 1774, James Harrod founded 
Harrodstown, and in 1775, John Hinkson 
and Daniel Boone erected forts on South 
Licking and at Boonesborough, respec¬ 
tively. 

In 1776, the Virginia legislature des¬ 
ignated Kentucky County, Virginia, and 
named Harrodstown as the county seat. 
In 1780 this vast area was divided into 
Jefferson, Fayette, and Lincoln Counties. 
In 1792 Kentucky drafted her own con¬ 
stitution and became the fifteenth state of 
the Union. 

Progressively, in 1784, Nelson County 
was organized, and in 1785, Mercer and 
Madison were created. Madison was not 
officially recognized until August 22, 
1786. Clark County was established in 
1792 out of parts of Fayette and Bourbon 
Counties. 

Estill County was formed out of parts 
of Madison and Clark Counties February 
8, 1808, and officially recognized April 1, 
1808. From its territory have been formed 
Breathitt (1839), Owsley (1843), Powell 
(1852), Jackson (1858), and Lee (1872). 

In 1888, another portion of Estill 
was added to Powell County. It is said 
to have resulted from political influence. 
Estill was then strongly Democratic; an 
Estill County legislator, with support from 
Lee County, had a bill passed ceding 
Hardwicks Creek, one of the Democratic 
strongholds, to Powell County, thereby 
changing the political majority of Estill 
County to the Republican Party.

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Grand Jury indicts Ohio man for trafficking in Oxycodone 


Aaron E. White, 32, of 107 Vi South 
Euclid Ave., Dayton, Ohio, was charged 
with trafficking in a controlled substance 
when a search warrant issued on July 13, 
turned up 102 Oxycodone pills. He and 
Darren J. Baker, 32, of 1360 Rice Station 
Rd., were indicted as co-defendents for 
various drug trafficking charges before 
the grand jury on Thursday, Oct. 24. 

White was charged with trafficking 
in a controlled substance, first degree, 
first offense, when a search warrant 
turned up baggies containing 102 30 
mg.

Energy assistance begins Nov. 12: Kentucky River 
Foothills program to help manage energy costs 


Kentucky River Foothills Development Council (KRFDC) 
will begin the “Subsidy” portion of the Low-Income Home 
Energy Assistance Program (LIHEAP) on Tuesday, Nov. 12. 
LIHEAP provides financial assistance to income-eligible 
households with home heating costs through two programs: 
LIHEAP Subsidy (typically in November and December) and 
LIHEAP Crisis (typically January until the middle of March or 
until all funds are expended). 

Applications will be taken Monday through Friday from 
8a.m. to 4 p.m., at the KRFDC Outreach Office located at 209 
River Drive. The office will be closed from noon to 1 p.m. 

Both homeowners and renters who are responsible for their 
heating bills and have low or fixed incomes are eligible. 

Qualifying participants will receive an energy assistance ben¬ 
efit. Energy services include electric, gas, kerosene, propane or 
wood. Eligible participants do not need to have an unpaid 
energy bill or be out of fuel to receive energy assistance in 
the subsidy portion of this program. The benefit amount that 
each household receives will be based on its level of poverty 
and the type of fuel used for heating. All eligible households 
will receive a benefit until LIHEAP funds are fully depleted. 
Benefits will be made payable to the households primary or 
secondary heating fuel vendor. 

LIHEAP is a statewide initiative sponsored by Community 
Action Kentucky in partnership with the Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services (CHFS). The U.S. Department for Health 
and Human Services appropriates funding to Kentucky through 
CHFS, which contracts with Community Action Agencies 
across the state to receive LIHEAP applications and provide 
recipient benefits. 

A household is considered to be eligible for energy assistance 
when the household meets the basic eligibility criteria. This 
criteria includes: completion of an application; is responsible

for home energy costs, directly or as an undesignated portion 
of their rent; have a combined household income, for the cal¬ 
endar month prior to the month of application, not in excess of 
130 percent of the federal poverty level as listed in the income 
Eligibility Guidelines; live in Kentucky when the application 
is made and apply in the county of residence; and not have 
liquid resources in excess of $2,000, or $3,000 if at least one 
person in the household is 60 or older: and/or disabled except 
for households where a member has a catastrophic illness.

In the Irvine City Council 
meeting on Monday night, 
Mayor Ernest Farmer said 
there was no new business 
to discuss, but he made some 
announcements in his regular 
report. 

He reminded the council 
of the Kentucky River Water 
Trail Alliance Fall Conference 
that is scheduled for Nov. 14, 
and also said that City Hall 
will be closed on Veterans 
Day, Nov. 11. There will be no 
garbage pick-up on that day 
and no regularly scheduled 
meeting. 

He also said that Light up 
the River Town is on Nov. 23. 

The council granted a 
privilege license to Frank and 
Mandy Townsend for a woods 
and crafts business on River 
Drive. 

Fire Chief Tony Murphy 
brought up the ISO rating 
that still hasn’t been changed 
although everything has been 
upgraded and improved that 
needed to be. He asked if 
administering a whole new 
test would speed things along. 
Mayor Farmer said they 
should have seen the effects 
of a better ISO rating by now. 

Councilwoman Nelle 
Williams asked if the audi¬ 
tors were on schedule, and 


the mayor said they’re right 
on schedule to complete the 
2008-09 audit by November 
1. 

There was more discussion 
about what to do about the 
hole in the road in front of 
the Windstream office. The 
mayor said nobody had fallen 
in it because it’s so big every¬ 
body can see it. However, 
there are some concerns about 
someone driving into it. 

Councilman “Tobo” Bryant 
asked if the city had ever dis¬ 
cussed a burn ban. He said 
several people had asked him 
about it lately. 

Fire Chief Murphy said only 
what falls out of trees—limbs 
and leaves—is legal to burn. 
That excludes all scrap, plas¬ 
tic, tires, even used lumber. 
He said some burn leaves in 
the street, which is illegal and 
hard on the blacktop too.

2 at Fitchburg, where primi¬ 
tive and modern survival 
skills will be demonstrated.

Yes, I decorate with fall wreaths, 
scare crows, sunflowers, mums, fod¬ 
der shocks, hay bales, tin pumpkins, 
plastic pumpkins, ceramic pump¬ 
kins, glass pumpkins and numer¬ 
ous other kinds of pumpkins. But 
it doesn’t seem official to me until 
I have the real pumpkins sitting 
around. I love real pumpkins! I 
love to decorate with them, I love to 
carve them, I love to set them in my 
house, on my porch, in the yard- 
just about anywhere in my opinion 
is a good spot for a pumpkin. There 
is just something about that round 
orange fruit that makes me smile. 

Is it because I love fall so much 
and those little markets set up along 
the side of the road with shelves of 
pumpkins for sale assures me that 
fall is near? Maybe, or maybe that 
big ole orange fruit just brings back 
memories--not only my childhood 
memories but the memories of my 
girls when they were small. 

It was a big deal at our house 
when the girls were young to go 
pumpkin picking. We would pick a 
day and load up them up and find us 
a pumpkin patch. The girls would 
spend a great amount of time pick¬ 
ing out that perfect pumpkin. Of 
course, Raymond and I had to have 
a pumpkin too. We would check 
them all out to make sure there were 


no rotten places or ugly spots on 
them anywhere. They had to have a 
good shape to them. They had to be 
just perfect because in a few weeks, 
we would be carving them into mas¬ 
terpieces. 

The pumpkins would be used 
to decorate the yard or the porch for 
awhile but then it would be time for 
the carving party. I would always 
buy a bright colorful plastic table 
cloth to cover the kitchen table. I 
knew a mess was going to be made 
and it would just be easier to roll it 
all up in the tablecloth at the end of 
the night and pitch it in the trash 
can than to spend hours cleaning up 
a sticky mess. Over the years, I have 
bought carving utensils, plastic face 
parts, stickers, paint and, of course, 
candles to help make the pumpkin 
carving fun. One of the best parts 
of carving the pumpkin is the scoop¬ 
ing out of its insides. It is sticky and 
slimy and just adds to the fun of it. 

After we got all the guts scooped 
out from each pumpkin, it would be 
my job to hunt through the slimy 
mess and collect us a cookie sheet 
full of pumpkins seeds. I would 
clean the pumpkin seeds off and let 
them soak in salt water for awhile 
and then dry them, and then onto 
the baking sheet and into the oven 
they would go. I have sprinkled them 
with all sorts of spices throughout 
the years—salt, pepper, garlic pow¬ 
der, onion powder, cayenne pepper, 
cinnamon, sugar and even brown 


sugar. They are good fixed almost 
anyway you can think of. 

Are they the best tasting snack 
in the world? No, but it is just one 
of our family traditions, and you 
have to bake them, and you have 
to eat them, and of course you have 
to enjoy them for that one night of 
the year. I don’t bake them at any 
other time. It’s not a snack you want 
around the house year-round. We 
would eat a few and pretend they 
were delicious and then we would 
eat the cookies that I had baked 
earlier in the day. You can’t have a 
proper pumpkin carving party with¬ 
out pumpkin-shaped sugar cookies. 

I said previously that it brings 
back memories of my girls being 
young, but I have to be honest—we 
still do this every year, even though 
they are grown. Their significant 
others get dragged to this event too. 
They no longer go with me to pick 
out the pumpkins, but I do purchase 
each of us a pumpkin, and we do 
have a pumpkin carving night. I 
miss the part of their being little and 
getting so excited to go pumpkin 
picking. And as adults even if they 
deep down don’t want to carve the 
pumpkins anymore, they show up 
and do it with a smile on their faces. 
I usually fix chili for supper. We 
have our meal and then we clear 
the table and the pumpkin carvings 
begin. 

The carvings have become quite 
good over the years. What used 


to be just plain old faces with tri¬ 
angle eyes and noses and a snaggle- 
toothed smile have since become 
fancy little faces, animals, names 
and initials. It’s fun to see what new 
idea they each come up with from 
year to year. 

Last year was my grandbaby’s 
first pumpkin carving experience. 
Of course he was only three months 
old so he just sat back and watched 
(or slept), but it surely was fun hav¬ 
ing a little one around again to know 
the tradition would continue. He 
will be old enough this year to enjoy 
it. He may not understand what in 
the world is going on and, obviously 
he is not old enough to carve the 
pumpkin yet, but boy, what fun he 
will have playing in the pumpkin 
guts! I can’t wait for that! I may 
need to not only cover the table but 
the floor, too! 

The best part of pumpkin carv¬ 
ing night is having my family togeth¬ 
er. We eat, we laugh, we mess, we 
carve...and afterwards we take the 
pumpkins onto the porch and light 
a candle to put in them. We stand 
back and admire our work and each 
person takes their pumpkin with 
them to decorate their own homes. 

A few days later the pumpkin 
faces begin to drop and the pump¬ 
kins begin to collapse and rot. But 
the memories of our silly family 
tradition carries on, and that, folks, 
is my obsession with the big orange 
fruit called pumpkin.

3/4 cup vegetable oil 
2 tsp. vanilla flavoring 

1 (8 oz.) can crushed pine¬ 
apples 

2 cups chopped sweet pota¬ 
toes 

Beat eggs in large bowl, add 
sugar, oil, vanilla flavoring 
and beat well. Mix drained 
pineapples and sweet pota¬ 
toes.

“Don’t even think about it, son,” Pa 
commanded when he saw me getting 
ready to kill the slithering black snake 
I had found in the barn. “Leave him 
alone.” 

“You mean we aren’t going to kill 
him?” I asked, proud I had gathered 
enough courage to even get close to 
the creature. 

“Wouldn’t dream of it,” Pa said. 
“Snakes are good for farms. This little 
guy is a rat snake. He lives here in the 
barn and eats mice and rats. The snake 
gets his dinner, and we don’t have 
rodents.” 

“Can I pick him up?” I asked. 

“I didn’t say that,” Pa said, chuckling. 
“This snake might bite you, but it isn’t 
a venomous snake. Sometimes it’s hard 
to distinguish between venomous and 
non-venomous snakes. That’s why it’s 
best to leave them alone and let an 
adult know a snake is around.” 

“Should we tell Mr. Parker?” I asked. 

“He knows. This snake has been here 
for years, which is why you don’t see 
rats or mice.” 

“How about I take the eggs you’ve 
already gathered and give them to 
Mrs. Parker,” Pa suggested. “You keep 
gathering the eggs and we’ll take what’s 
left to Granny. Mrs. Parker always 
insists we take some home.” 

“We’re going to eat these?” I asked. 

“Of course, but after we clean them,” 
Pa said. 

“I’ve never eaten eggs that didn’t 


come from the grocery store.” 

“Where do you think the store gets 
the eggs?” Pa asked. 

When we returned home, it was 
lunchtime. I couldn’t imagine being 
hungry after the huge breakfast I had 
eaten, but I was. It was a good thing 
because Granny had cooked a feast, 
and it smelled scrumptious! The beau¬ 
tiful oak table was graced with pork 
chops, corn on the cob, green beans, 
stewed tomatoes, biscuits and straw¬ 
berry preserves. And of course there 
was a pitcher of cold milk straight 
from Patty and Bonnie. 

“We’ve never seen such a large deli¬ 
cious lunch,” Chloe commented before 
asking Granny if we could help with 
anything. 

“Farmers are accustomed to eat¬ 
ing a large noon-day meal,” Granny 
explained. “They get up early, milk and 
do the morning chores, eat breakfast, 
and then work hard all morning long, 
burning off all those breakfast calories. 
By lunch they’re starved and will need 
the energy to make it through the 
rest of the day. And just so you know, 
everything on the table was made or 
grown right here in Kentucky. 

“You bought it all at a Kentucky gro¬ 
cery store?” I asked, trying to under¬ 
stand. 

“No, sweetie. All the vegetables - and 
the strawberries - were grown in our 
garden. The milk and the butter came 
from Bonnie and Patty, and the pork 


chops came from a friend who owns a 
pig farm,” Granny said. “You could say 
Pa and I are Kentucky Proud.” 

“We’re proud of Kentucky too!” I 
said, happy I lived in the common¬ 
wealth. 

“I know you are, doggies,” Pa said, 
“but Kentucky Proud is a program that 
encourages folks to purchase prod¬ 
ucts that come from our state. The 
average meal travels 1,500 miles from 
somewhere far away to a table. During 
the travel process, the food loses its 
nutritional value and its taste, but if 
we buy Kentucky products the food 
doesn’t have to travel, which means its 
fresher, and we’re supporting our local 
farmers and keeping the money here 
in our state.” 

“I wish we could eat Kentucky Proud 
products,” Chloe said, “but we don’t 
have any pigs or chickens or cows!” 

“You can still eat Kentucky Proud,” 
Granny told us. “When your mom is at 
the grocery store, have her look for the 
Kentucky Proud symbol on the food.

No significant environmental impacts to result from 
installation and operation of explosive destruction 
technology at Blue Grass Army Depot

The Program Executive 
Office, Assembled Chemical 
Weapons Alternatives 
(ACWA), in conjunction 
with the Blue Grass Army 
Depot, has determined that 
the installation and opera¬ 
tion of an explosive destruc¬ 
tion technology (EDT) at the 
depot will have no significant 
environmental impacts. The 
EDT facility will augment 
the Blue Grass Chemical 
Agent-Destruction Pilot 
Plant (BGCAPP), which is 
currently under construction 
at the depot, by destroying a 
portion of the inventory of 
chemical munitions that pres¬ 
ent a problem to destroy in 
the main plant. 

In June, 2013, an envi¬ 
ronmental assessment 
was completed to meet the 
requirements of the National 
Environmental Policy Act, 
or NEPA, and Title 32 Code 
of Federal Regulations Part 
651, to address any poten¬ 
tial impacts of the installation 
and operation of an ET at the 


depot. In accordance with the 
NEPA process, a draft Finding 
of No Significant Impact 
was prepared and provided 
for an extended public com¬ 
ment period in the summer 
of 2013. Following review of 
the comments received, it was 
concluded that no addition¬ 
al analysis is necessary for 
this proposed action under 
NEPA.

A 2011 X-ray assessment 
of the Blue Grass chemical 
weapons stockpile confirmed 
the solidification of mustard 
agent in a significant number 
of 155mm mustard projec¬ 
tiles, rendering them unsuit¬ 
able for automated processing 
in the main plant. These prob¬ 


lematic munitions, together 
with some 200 mustard pro¬ 
jectiles that have leaked in the 
past and are now overpacked, 
require a different technologi¬ 
cal approach for their destruc¬ 
tion. To resolve this issue, 
ACWA is considering the use 
of an EDT to augment the 
neutralization / supercritical 
water oxidation destruction 
process to be employed by the 
Blue Grass Chemical Agent- 
Destruction Pilot Plant.
